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As very few words are necessary to preface a work of this 
nature, I shall be brief in explaining the circumstances under 
which it appears, and the plan of arrangement. 


In order to famiharise Civil Servants, while in England, 
with the style of the letters and other documents with which 
they will havg to deal in transacting the work of a Mofussil 
Court in this country, Mr. Cowen, one of the Examiners 
for the Indian Civil Service, suggested to the Secretary of 
State the expediency of causing to be prepared for the use of 
such candidates a collection of Urzegs, or native letters, in 
each of the seven languages in which they are hable to be 


‘examined. The Secretary of State fully approving of the 


suggestion, communicated with the various Governments, | 
and instructed them to have a collection of 100 original 
Urzees of the languages current in their respective Presi- 
dencies compiled, and to ,jhave an Hnglish translation of them 
prepared also. 


In this Presidency the Government issued instructions 
to the several Translators to prepare the work required. by 
the Secretary of State. Under this order the compilation of 
the Tamil Urzees fell to my lot; and in order to diversify 
the subjects as much as possible, I have selected Urzees. 
treating of Police, Judiclal, and Revenue matters. Not 
wishing to over-burden the book with extra matter, I have 
introduced explanatory notes in those cases only in which 
they appear to me to be essential to the correct understand- 
ing of the sentence. Any one acquainted with the idiom 
and construction of the languages of India, must be aware 
of the great difficulty of translating them at once sufficiently 
freely to be intelligible to the general reader, preserving at 
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the same time the literal meaning close enough for the, trans- 
Jation to be of any use to the student. If the translation 
be literal, the value is attained at the sacrifice of style and 
Grammar; if, on the other hand, the translation be tolerably 
free and with some regard to proper composition, it is almost 
worthless for the purpose the student requires it. I request 
my readers, therefore, to-bear this difficulty in mind when 
consulting the following pages, as in them I have attempted 
to go between fhe two extremes. I have kept in view that 
this translation is intended as a help to students, and that it 
is not written for the benefit of the general reader, and there- 
fore, I have preferred being as literal as possible without 
actually writing unintelligible rubbish, and it 4s my earnest 
hope that. I have succeeded in my endeavour. 


The last ten Urzees are lithographed fac similes of the 
originals. The student, however, before he arrives at these 
in the regular course, will have become so familiar, I trust, 
with the style and character of Tamil Urzees, that he will. 
have but little trouble, if any, in overcoming the difficulties 
of the hand in which they are written, and in which he will 
find most of his official work carried on in this country.

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Magistrate of Pannurutty, dated llth J anuary, stating that Chitina- 
thambi Rowethan who lived inthe said village>»had fallen in a fit of 
epilepsy into thé pond (called Kusavan Kuttai) of that village and 
died ; (8) an attestation taken from the villagers and sent by the Village 
Magistrate on the state of the corpse; (3) a criminal report, No. 1, sub- 
mitted by the Head Constable of Pannurutty station; (4) a deposition 
of Thulasi Ammal, the mother of the deceased; and (5) a deposition 
from his elder brother Mohdeen Sahib.

It appears from them that a man 30 years of age was found

In order No. 139 received from your honour, it is stated that the 
translation of the Circular (Order) of the Sudder (Chief) Court (now 
the High Court) “under date the 25th J uly 1851, has been forwarded ; 
and that I should make a report of the practice that exists in this Court 
with reference to that (Circular). 

The above translation (of the circular) calls for reports on the 
subject—whether in the suits for land instituted under deeds of mort- 
gage or of sale, in the Courts within this district, the “Gnstitution) fee 
is calculated on the amount of the deed of mortgage, or of sale, or on 
the value of the land, under section 8, Regulation III of 1802, and 
under clause 2, section 14, Regulation XIII of 1816. 

First.—The land situ&ted within the jurisdiction of this District 
Minsiff’s (Court) are measured with a pole of 24 feet; and when used as 
a square measure, 100 of them equal one cawnie (or 1°32 acres). Accords 
ing to the nature of the soil in different villages, a produce of 25, 30 or 35 
kallams! is obtained from a cawnie. According to the custom in each 
village, the ryot’s share varies from 25 and 80, to 33 in every 100 kallams. 


It appears that, after deducting the customary ryot’s share in ~ 


different villages, the institution fee fdr land suits instituted in the 
Courts within this district is usually calculated on the current market 
value of the amount of grain which remains as the Government share ; 
and that when suits are brought under deeds of mortgage, or of sale, fees 
are calculated on the amount of the Government share as above deseribed ; 
but, it does not appear to be the practice to bring suits, calculating the 
fees on the amount of mortgage, or on the amount of the deed of sale. 

Second.—The practice of bringing suits for land under deed of 
mortgage, or of sale upon the amount of Governmént share, coincides 
with the above Regulations and Circular of the‘Sudder Udalut Court, 
dated 24th August 1840, Therefore, I am also in the habit of 
recelving plaints in the same way. 

Third.—This is the practice observed in Minsiffs’ Courts here.

ing to the opinion expressed. in my ruling regarding the said applica- 
tion, should appear and carry out the proceedings, further. By their not 
thus appearing and carrying#out the proceedings, I issued a notice 
to the applicant who was bound to carry out the charitable trans- 
actions mentioned in the petition (stating) that I had fixed an interval 
of two weeks, and that if the applicant within that interval did not have 
the proceedings carried out according to the former diary order, the 
‘proceedings connected with the application would terminate. The 
applicant neither having appeared, nor taken any steps within the 
prescribed time or after its expiration, I herewith send three documents. 
to be filed with tht records of the case; (namely)—the. petition detained 
as stated in my former letter 1; notices which were issued on the sub- 
sequent proceedings 2.

1. I made a complaint eine the Secondgclass Sub-Magistrate of the 
Munnargoodi taluq, that the prisoner Kitchanna Iyengar, alas Krishna 
Tyengar, had enticed away my wife, Peria Nayagi, with jewels worth 
100 rupees, in order to commit adultery with her, and had concealed 
her within the jurisdiction of Poodoocottah. 

22. I (could have) proved the complaint, but (the Sub-Magistrate) 
without summoning or examining several of my chief witnesses, with- 
out taking down correctly my wi¥e’s deposition, without examining the 
witnesses cited by her, and without taking down accurately the state- 
ment of witnesses that were examined, dismissed the case on the 7th 
November last, on the ground of the evidence being insufficient. 

8. He rejected a petition I presented on information I had received, 
requesting that certain individuals should be made prisoners. Though 
my wife was apprehended within the Poodoocottah jurisdiction, he 
neither summoned nor examined the people of the house in which. she 
was, 
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4, On such a defective examination, the Magistrate akused his 
authority and unjustly dismissed the case, having fully* made up his 
mind to let the above prisoner off, because he was his tah: Bee and 
of the same sect. 

5. I had a great many (points) to divulge and prove in the above 
case; I ought to have cross-questioned the witnesses who were ex- 
amined ; no opportunity was given me. ; 

6. A copy of the Sub-Magistrate’® decision was not given to me. 
I presented a petition about this’ to the District Magistrate He did 
not approve of my petition, and without giving any decision, ordered 
me verbally to report to this place (¢.e. , Court). 

7. As I have no opportunity of naline an appeal against this, 


I beg you to send for (the records of) this case and despatch it for 


reference to the High Court, under section 343 of the Criminal Pro- 
cedure Code, and obtain their order to transfer the case for trial in 
another Court.

Immediately on receiving your kind letter No. 914, directing me to 
send down to you some people of the Hrula (savage) tribe, residing 
in the division of Nagalapoorum, in order that they may be photo- 
graphed (lit. their features may | be taken on glass), I have written and 
despatched a mem¢drandum, by poon (named) Mozaruth, to the Deputy 
‘Tahsildar of Nagalapoerum division, together with one rupee for their 
syibsistence. 

He (Deputy Tahsildar) sent me a memorandum on the 6th instant, 
stating, that while he had collected those people and was about to send. 
them, they took fright by the dissuasion of some meddlers, that they 
would be sent to some outlandish place, and with a countenance which 
would excite pity, they persisted in not leaving Nagalapoorum at all; 
and those residing in the other villages have rushed away into the 
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jyngles. He will after a while conciliate and send them up‘(to me). 
As I have just received the said memorandum I enclose it‘ in this. 

I have again sent a memorandum to the Deputy Tahsildar, desiring 
him to satisfy them {that no harm shall happen) and send them up 
. 8001; as soon as they arrive I will send them.

I have received and perused your kind letter No. 904, dated 11th 
December, wherein you direct me to inform you, who the owner of the 
young buffalo is, which was distrained for the sum of Rs. 1-0-8 
due on account of common (land) for Fusly 1272, in Village No. 34; 
Agarun. 3 

It appears that the property of Moniyagar Veerasawmy Tyan had 
been distrained for arrears of revenue, which was then due on common 
(land) and since paid. Referring to the balance of Rs. 108-11-0 
due by Thutta Ragava Charry as'’shownn the last paragraph of your 
letter, I have discovered a clerical error; for property worth 77 rupees

In accordance with the proceedings. of the High Court, dated 24th 
November 1863, monthly returns are forwarded, wgarding suits of 
small causes. J am not aware whether suits of small] causes entered in 
these returns, are to be as heretofore re-entered in the quarterly returns 
or not. JI am further required by the proceedings of the Court, dated 
24th February of the current year, to distribute work (processes) 
equally to the Ameens, and batta (extra pay or allowance for public 
servants) peons, and to pay them their respective (wages from) batta 
money, as soon as the returns (of summons) are made. It is impos- 
sible to distribute work (processes) in this manner to everybody at the 
same time: processes which are prepared from time to time are distri- 
buted in due course (of time) and in proportion to their respective 
wages. In doing so, it will sometimes happen that some peons arid 
ameens will have to go without processes ;—therefore when it happens 
thus there is no means of showing it ifthe said quarterly accounts. I 
therefore request instructions for my (humble servant’s) guidance in 
the above matters.

Looking at the state of the bag, it ia ater that somebody must 
have stolen it, and having torn and taken the things out of it, threw 
_ it away into thd said brook, not knowing that the rings, &¢., were in 
the pocket, and that it wa$ found while the said women of the Pulla 
caste were fishing. But it has not been. brought to my notice that the 
said jewels, &c., were stolen in my division, nor have any claimants come ~ 
forward to claim them. I therefore request you will issue a notice 
from your Court allowing a certain time (for preferring claims) to the 
“above rings, &e. . 
I herewith forward three papers, namely, a report from the village 
 Mansiff of Chundrashakaraporum, regarding the above circumstances,
